I have your letter of 31 October, with regard to the forth* 
coming meeting of the Cleveland CouncU on World Affairs, which 
deals with the ’’United States - Russian Relations,” 

Personally, X see no objection to your inviting either of 
diplomats you mention, but frankly, I think that you will probably be 
disappointed in the results because they wUl probably give you plati- 
tudes, The Ambassador, since his recent return to Washington, has 
been rather reserved and quiet and it is my impression that he has 
rather worn out his welcome on TV and radio; however, this is a 
matter which you may wish to take up with the State Department as 
it falls within their field of policy. 

Your program, it seems to me, is possibly deficient in not 
dealing with the economic problems involved. Before your meeting, 
the new Russian Seven-Year Plan will probably be presented. As you 
know, the Russians have set a goal of trying to catch up with the U.S. 
in certain elements of industrial and agricxiltural production before the 
end of their two Seven-Year Plana, or in about 15 years. There are 
many phases of the Soviet programs on the economic side which seem 
to me to be worthy of consideration.
